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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  last  and  final  report  for  the  year 

1973  . 


The  mid-year  population  as  supplied  by  the  Office  of  Population 
Censuses  and  Surveys  was  2,380. 

There  were  29  deaths  from  all  causes,  giving  a death  rate  of 
11.7  per  1,000  population,  lower  than  the  national  rate  of  12.0.  There 
were  no  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year.  The  greatest  number  of  deaths 
occurred  in  persons  over  75  years  Ischaemic  Heart  disease  being  the 
greatest  killer.  There  were  43  births,  1 of  which  was  illegitimate, 
giving  a birth  rate  of  25  .8  per  1,000  population  more  than  the  national 
rate  of  13.7.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate  as  percentage  of  all  live 
births  was  2 less  than  the  national  rate  of  9.  There  were  59  cases  of 
measles  and  1 case  of  Food  Poisoning  notified. 

On  the  environment  side  46  houses  were  built,  9 by  the  local 
authority.  Under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  64 
premises  were  registered,  these  were  frequently  visited  and  4 defects 
remedied.  Refuse  was  collected  weekly  and  disposed  of  by  part-controlled 
tipping. 

The  quality  and  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  town  during  the 
year  was  adequate,  there  were  no  bad  bacteriological  reports.  The  number 
of  dwelling  houses  supplied  direct  from  public  water  mains  was  1,057  and 
the  population  served  was  2,480.  6 houses  were  supplied  by  standpipe/ 

outside  tap.  The  natural  flouride  content  was  0.02  p.p.m. 

I take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  in  the  Department  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  staff 
for  their  co-operation.
